Pescadero is one of the most romantic 

and pleasant. of our coast towns, and | 

becomes yearly more and more attract- 


ive as a summer watering place for 
tourists. One of its most remarkable 


features is its famous Pebble Beach. We. 


have never read or heard of its equal 


elsewhere. For an eighth of a mile, the 


smooth, polished pebbles of all sizes, 
from a pin-head to a hen’s egg, form the 
whole beach with little or no interming- 


ling sand. They are of all varieties : 


agates, opals, chalcedonies, cornelians, 
and others, clear, streaked, laminated, 
yellow, red, dark, and black, all 
as smooth as if polished by ap most 
skillful Japidarian. 

_ The town is not large, but very pleas- 
ant, with its clear, white houses in the 
midst of perpetual green. ‘They have 
one worthy resident minister, Rev. Mr. 
Starr, pastor of a Congregational church, 
whose fine place of worship is one of 
the most becoming, out of the large 
cities, in the state. The good people of 
the region have expressed their appre- 
ciation of their esteemed minister, and 
manifested their excellent judgment in 
view of their own permanent work, by 
building a neat parsonage in connection 
with the church. There is also a good 
Methodist place of worship in the vil- 
lage, being the lower story of a build- 


ing so constructed that the second story } 
is owned by the Good Topelen as their 


temperance hall. 

Twenty-five miles down the coast is 
one of the most singular trees we ever 
saw. It is a large, old California buck- 
eye, on the side of a very steep hill, on 
the lower side of the graded road. Its 
trunk, near the earth, is full six feet in 
diameter in one direction and. two or 
three in. the other. Within two feet 
from the ground it begins forking and 
quickly spreads far and wide, immense 
branches, which at once commence to 
interlace and grow together in perfect 
union. We carefully crawled through 
its wide-spread top and counted one 
hundred and sixty-two (162) complete 
union of its branches by such growings 


fogether. 


Ten miles further south is Santa Cruz, 
famous in every tourist’s narrative as 
the most attractive watering place on 
the coast. With its mile of lovely beach, 
then miles of rock-bound coast, its pleas- 
ant valley, and wide extending rich farm 
ing land, lying along its near range of 
wooded and broken mountains just 
back, together with its hospitable and

es ‘The E Passage of the Jordan.” 


For January 10th, 


The time of the passage was as soon 
following the thirty-days mourning for 
Moses as arrangements therefor could 


be perfected, these arrangements includ. 


ing the notification of the 24 tribes of 
their pledged co-operation, and the de- 


parture and return of the spies ; and the. 


season of the year when it occurred 
—harvest or April\and May, when, in 
consequence of the melting of the snows 
in the Lebanon, the Jordan was at flood, 
The place of the passage was unquest- 
ionably that section of the river Jordan 
which is opposite Jericho, ‘the locality 
commonly visited to-day as the scene of 
our Lord’s baptism, the; rising of the 
river extending very far away, (as the 
text doubtless means) even as far as 
Zaretan, which is near Succoth (1 K 7: 
46).. Mention of the Salt or Dead Sea, 
and the designation of Jericho as over 
against it, fixes the site of the passage 
beyond dispute. The manner of the 
passage is equally clear. The priests 
bearing the ark went ahead, and im- 
mediately upon their feet touching the 
current the waters above or up stream 
stood still and rose in a heap, while those 
below flowed on and left an empty 
channel, These same priests, bearing 
the ark, then filing into the vacant river 
bed, let the people all go past them, they 
themselves reaching the opposite river 
bank last. 

_ I. While large opportunity is here of- 
fered to discuss the general question of 
miracles, all that it seems necessary or 
important just now to say upon the mat- 
terissimply to observe that the early 
Hebrew people, low down as they were, 
just emerging from barbarism, and who 
lived mostly by sense, needed, in view 
of the tremendous task of conquest 
‘which was before them, just this stimu- 
lation to courage and tryst; which

terference in nature’s uniformity as was 
involved in the stoppage of the river’s 
current.

The.taste is not natural—it is ac- 
quired. In Springfield it. took..seven 
years to. reach this point. I told my 
wife before leaving the city that it would 
take three years of laborious, patient 
work in the gospel to reach a similar 
position here.”

After a long illness, Dr: John F. 
Morse, a leading and distinguished phy- 
sician of this state, for a quarter of a 
century, died in this city on’ the 30th of 
December. His health has been poor 
for ten years, and very poor the last 
three years. We first knew him in 
Sacramento in 1849-50, as one of the 
proprietors of a hospital during that se- 
vere and trying winter, when so many 
lives were lost, and so much health was 
wrecked. In the summer of 1850 he 
gave up the practice of medicine, think- 
ing that it might be forever. He wasa 
while in the business of banking, and 
was later the editor of the Union, at its 
inception. But after a couple of years he 
returned to the practice of his profession 
with new ardor and zeal, and with re- 
markable success. A day or two after 
the city had been consumed by fire, 
Nov. 2d, 1852, the first Mrs. Morse died, 
in the midst of a gloom, within and 
around, that could be relieved only from 
heaven. About twelve years ago Dr. 
Morse removed to this city, and here es- 
tablished himself in a very lucrative 
practice. He was several years a pro- 
fessor ‘in one of our incipient medical 
colleges. After his health began to fail 


returned he was too feeble to attend to 
patients outside of his office. Gradually, 
softly, consciously he has been led down 
to his grave. Dr. Morse was a rare man : 
genial, friendly, sympathizing, of litera- 
ry tastes and attainments, and with some 
experience of religion. He was an orig- 
inal member of the now famous Ply- 
mouth Church in Brooklyn, N. Y. He 
has had bis trials. He has worked very 
hard. He will be remembered as a 
“beloved physician.” He leaves to the 
world and to an fam- 
Gertitt Smith, Peterboro’, N LY, 

has just died, at the age of 77. We 
have heard of him as a distinguished 
philanthropist ever since we can remem- 
ber. He was a graduate of Hamilton 
College, N. Y.,in 1818. He inherited,

From time 
immemorial it has been the policy of 
that denomination to seek such recogni- 
tion, and then make the most of it to 
break down the truth. The world at 
large regards such fellowships as con- 
firming the view that there is no essen- 
tial difference in the two creeds as held 
in heart—that there is no future punish- 
ment—that the one party do n’t_ believe 
what they profess—that there is no real 
truth in the doctrine. Thus grounds of 
fear are removed, restraints relaxed, and 
men left to sin as they please. —_— 

- This letting down of truth may seem 
of little consequence to mere theorists, 
but the world of mankind makes prac- 
tical application of it at once to allay 
fears, throw off accountability, and 
make them easy in courses of sin. 

_ Another cause of this lapsing of be- 
lief is the exclusive exalting of the. 
divine love—the constant preaching of 
the fatherhood of God, and gnening 
him as judge. 


This is a very attractive kind of 
preaching, especially if it handles rough- 
ly the old dogmas. It is very popular 
with the masses. A “ hell-fire preacher ”’ 
is in great disrepute. And he may pos- 
sibly deserve to be: for he may err, and 
many have, in gross and revolting’ liter- 


alism in this direction, and in presenting | 


these features in undue proportion. But 
the exclusive love preacher is just as 
truly in error. He cannot but be, if he 
presents only: the love side of the divine 
character and leaves out the justice side. 
He fails to preach the whole gospel. He 
fails to reach a large class of minds 
whose moral state is such that they can 
only or must chiefly be affected by such 
truths and motives. Oalifornia needs 
strong preaching.’ The sins of men are 
open and wholesale. They are vulner- 
able only to a full and forcible gospel. 
The state of things among large classes: 
is like that among the nations. Peace 
and international justice cannot yet be 
‘enforced by an appeal to love and right. 
But mighty armies.and invincible gun- 
ships are the only effectual means, taking 


the world as it is, of preserving peace. . 


We wish that the moral state of the 
nations was different and higher, and 
they yielded to higher motives. But as 
it. is, fear maintains largely the peace of 
the world. It would be dangerous to 
leave it out. The same is true substan- 
tially among men, taken as. they are. 
‘Take away allfear of punishment, and 
you relax the restraints upon ungodli-

This, then, is 
the characteristic of the new kingdom, 
the spirit in which its founder appears 
and takes up his work. 

And ‘yet when later he testifies con- 
cerning himself, his word is, “ Think not 
that I am come to send peace on earth ; 


I came not to send peace, but a sword. " 
‘And he explains that the effect of his 


coming would be to set nearest and 
dearest kindred in hostile array against. 
one another, and to divide: 
into opposing parties. 

It is easy enough to see that there is 
no confusion and no mystery here. The 
conflict in these testimonies is only ap- 
parent, not real.’ Both are true, and the 
truth in the one does not contradict or} 
annul the truth in the other. — 

The kingdom which Christ sets up in 
this world is a kingdom by itself. It 
has nothing in common with other roy- 
alties throned and sceptered on this 
earth. It enters into no partnership 
with them and proposes nd compromise. 
It will not divide with them preroga- 
tive, or territory, or revenue. It must 
be supreme, and it alone. Its challenge 
is universal; its claim is absolute. Its 


principles and spirit are peculiar to it- 


self; and these principles and this spirit 
must have absolute and unquestioned 
ascendancy. This isa high and exclu- 
sive claim. This kingdom then opposes 
itself to every other kingdom. But 
other kingdoms are in force on earth. 
They are formidable in organization, 
they are alert in self-assertion and _self- 
defense, they are deeply seated in the 
allegiance of multitudes of -human 


hearts. Evil has reigned in this 


home of humanity. It has struck 
its roots deep. It has bulwarked its 
power. Christ’s kingdom comes in to 
overthrow evil, to wrest from it, its scep- 
ter, to set free its thralls,and to make 
an end of its dominion; There must 
needs be in such an issue contention and 
strife—both in the individual heart and 
on the scale of systems and dynasties. 
There will be peace by and by in this 
warfare, but it will be a conquered peace. 
It will be a bow on the dark cloud. 
While this is true, it is also true that 
Christ’s coming, even from the outset,
